Eastern View of Latonia. 
Sportsmanship of a Racing 
Crowd. 

English Folks and Racing. 
Match of Three Suggested. 

A man used to the ways of racing in the 
East has been taking in the Latonia meet- 
ing and been duly impressed. Here is what 
he says about it: 

“The gradual decline of interest which often 
marks the closing weeks of a racing season 
is altogether lacking at Latonia. Monday the 
■kies were overcast and a chill wind swept 
down upon the track from the neighboring 
hill?, but the stands were well filled and there 
was as much enthuaasm over the races of an 
overnight card as one might expect over out- 
standnig stake races. 

‘There is a reason for this sustained inter- 
est in Kentucky racing and one does not need 
to seek far to find it. The Kentucky Jockey 
Club is furnishing the pubbe with clean en- 
tertainment, well arranged, well supervised and 
well conducted. Each official, each employe, is 
efficient, conscientious and interested. Each is 
a cog in a well-oiled machine. 

“The program is a compendium of informa- 
tion for the pubbe. Jockeys, scratches and 
equipment are shown in each race and a sup- 
plementary table gives the jockey, weight car- 
ried and equipment used by each starter in 
his last previous race. 

‘The work of starter A. B. Dade is also 
worthy of particular note. Field after field 
leaves the post in perfect abgnment and the 
spectators take it all as a matter of course. 
They are accustomed to seeing perfect starts. 
AU this makes for confidence and steady in- 
terest in the sport. 

“There was a feature of Monday’s racing 
at Latonia which will mean an added interest 
in next Saturday’s Covdngton Handicap, with 
$5,000 added, at a mile and three-sixteenths. 
This was the return of Jefferson Livingston’s 
Firebrand after a long absence. 

“Firebrand ran as a $40,000 horse should 
to beat Lady Madcap easily in the overnight 
feature at a mile and a sixteenth. A. L. Kirby, 
who took over the Livingston horses recently, 
has brought the big son of McGee back to hh> 
best form and there is bttle question that the 
colt will give a good account of himself in 
Saturday’s race. Firebrand has been a fre- 
quent disappointment all through the year, 
with only occasional flashes of the form which 
made his reputation.
